2. ARRIVAL, FRIDAY, JANUARY 28 (REF A) - WILL PARTY 

HAVE LUNCH ON PLANE OR WILL LUNCH BE TAKEN AFTER ARRIVAL 
PARIS? (N.B.: SCHEDULE FOR VICE PRESIDENT WOULD BE VERY 
TIGHT, IF LUNCH WERE TO BE IN PARIS PRIOR TO SCHEDULED 
THREE PM MEETING WITH VAN LENNEP.) 
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3. WILL THERE BE BRIEFING WITH PRESS AFTER VAN LENNEP 
MEETING (REF B)? LARGE RECEPTION ROOM ADJACENT TO VICE 
PRESIDENT'S CRILLON SUITE WOULD BE MOST SUITABLE FOR 
STAND-UP SESSION WITH PRESS. 

4. WILL VICE PRESIDENT BE ABLE TO ACCEPT PRIME MINISTER 
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BARRE'S DINNER INVITATION FOR FRIDAY EVENING (REF D)? 

GOF INCREASINGLY REGARDING THIS IS IMPORTANT ELEMENT OF 
SUBSEQUENT CALL ON PRESIDENT GISCARD (SEPTEL). 

5. IF BARRE DINNER TAKES PLACE, ASSUME THERE WILL BE 
NEED FOR SOME SORT OF ACCESS BY PRESS POOL EITHER
